The mystery of the letter receiv- 


ed by the mother of Russell F. Ben. 
nelt of Plainfieid, reported lost on 
the Tuscania, which announced that 
he had landed safely in Europe and 
which caused an abandonment 
of 


the memorial services to have been 
held for him, at which James Blake 
of Stevens Point was to speak, has 
been explained slates the Stevens 
Point Journal. 


It was one of those camouflage let- 


ters which the federal government 
advises the soldier boys to write 
just before they sail. The letters are 
held at an American port until a 
cable comes announcing the 
safe 


arrival of the ship in Europe. Then 
they are put into the New York 
pos (office. 


Ordinarily the plan works out 


well, but in the case of the Tuscan- 
ia there was a slip. An attempt -was 
made to take out of the bundle of 
"safely arrived" lelters those writ- 
ten by men believed to have been 
lost, but Bennett's message, which 
was on a postal card, was simply 
signed "Bud," and it was not iden- 
tified apparently as belonging 
to 


him. Therefore it was forwarded to 
his mother, who had previously re- 
conciled herself to his death, and it 
aroused in her breast vain hopes of 
his safety. 


Another such letter, written before 


the ship sailed and mailed after it 
was accounted for on the other side, 
was received by Mrs. T. W. Parkin 
of Coloma. In view of what hap- 
pened it turned out to be a remark- 
able document Here is th« letter: 


"Dear Mother and All: I will drop 


you a few lines to let you know that 
we arrived safely over here. We are 
on the other side now. 
We had a 


fine trip and enjoyed it very much. 
I will write more as soon as we get 
settled down. Will give you my ad- 
dress at the end of this letter. B« 
sure to put it all on and wrile it very 
plainly. 


"Creal Hopper wants you to let 


his parents know at once, and also 
Herman Mclaughlin. Glen Diggles 
wants you to tell Ward's folks for 
him. You can tell everybody that we 
are 'over there,* Give them the ad- 
dress and have them write. 
This
